You have to salute courage wherever you find it. And 


since August 11 it has been continuously and conspicuously 
present in the day-to-day behavior of a group of major 
league baseball players called the New York Giants. 


Run through the world's roster of trouble — Korea, Indo- 


China, Iran — and baseball or any other sport looks like the 
most microscopic trifle by comparison. Yet, whether the 
goals be great or small, the triumph over obstacles, the 
comeback from apparent sure defeat is always a lesson and 
example. 
' « • • 


Early in the year this team, touted by many as the 


likeliest winner of the National League pennant, confounded 
its advocates by tumbling into an 11-game losing streak. 
The prophets quietly interred the Giants for 1951. 


With the spotlight off them, their manager, Leo Dur- 


ocher, began reshuffling the Giants' lineup. 
Slowly they 


began to win, to pull up. But by this time their chief 
opponents, the Brooklyn Dodgers, were thundering along at 
high pace and winning plaudits as one of baseball's great 
teams of recent memory. * * * 


No one gave the Giants a chance — except the Giants. On 


August 12 their miracle was born. They Won two games 
and sliced one game off the Dodgers' seemingly insurmount- 
able 13y2 game lead. The next tune the Giants lost it was 
August 28, and in the interval they captured 16 in a row. 


The Dodgers' lead was down to five. For days there- 


after, it hovered around the five- to seven-game mark. 


But by now time was working for the Dodgers. With just 


two weeks* to go, the sturdy Brooklyn team was holding its 
margin. Still the Giants fought on. They snipped half a 


. game off the lead, another half, then a full game. 


Yet the discouragements were not over. In Cincinnati, 


the Giants lost a precious game in the late innings, and fell 
4V2 games back. There were just 10 days to go. 


The sports writers were saying now that the Giants 


couldn't win it, the Dodgers could only lose it. 


You didn't have to teU the Giants. So they did their 


part. They went out and won their last seven games in suc- 
cession. That gave them 37 victories in their last 44 con- 
tests.

That left it up to the Dodgers. And here, on the verge 


of sealing then* triumph, the men from Brooklyn faltered 
Tired, harried' by their pressing pursuers, they lost their 
shine and poise and look of greatness. They lost their lead 
two days before the end, and had to hang on doggedly to 
finish the season in a dead heat

The Giants, dazed by the miracle of their own ascent 


from obscurity, found themselves in a three-game playoff 
with the Dodgers. Riding on the momentum of their spirited 
drive, they won the first tense fight. 


Then, standing on the threshold of sporting glory the 


Giants suddenly broke open. The Dodgers crushed them 
10 to 0. The final .test was at hand. And when Brooklyn 
leaped into a late 4 to 1 lead, it looked as if the Giants would 
fall one vital chapter short of finishing their bright story.

It seems to me that most Ca- 


nasta players fail to take full ad- 
vantage of their position when 
they win the first big discard pile. 
In this situation it is often pos- 
sible to get a sranglehold on the 
discard pile for the rest of that 
hand. 
• Let's take a concrete example. 
Both faides need 120 pornta, and 
you win the first pile. After your 
meld of Joker-Joker-5-5-5-5, you 
have eighteen cards left in your 
hand. Those eighteen cards in- 
clude two black threes, a few 
scattered high cards, a pair of 
deuces, and several low cards 
(fours, sixes, and sevens). 


Don't meld anything else at 


this stage. Tou may. need all 
eighteen of your cards. Your ob- 
ject is to let your partner win the 
next discard pile and then to build 
up both hands until each of you 
has about twenty cards. If you 
can get anywhere close to that 
goal, your side will have a real 
stranglehold on the discard pile. 


Your first discard should be a 


black three. If you are quite sure 
that one of the other cards is 
safe, you may discard one of the1 
low cards. The black three is bet- 
ter, however, because it will give 
your partner an absolutely safe 
discard if he is lucky enough to 
pick up the next pile. 


Your partner must not pick up 


the pile at his next turn. He will 
get only two cards in the pile and 
he will find himself with fewer 


tthan eleven cards after he has 
melded.. He is trying to increase 
(not 
decrease) the number of 


cards in his haind. For the same 
reason he must not meld from his 
hand. He must stand pat at his 
next turn. 


At your own next turn, the dis- 


card pile will contain four cards 
Do not pick it up. Discard safely 
and give your partner the chance 
to get the pile. 


At this second turn, your part- 


ner will find six cards in the dis- 
card pile. He should pick it up if 
he can. If he cannot, he must fine 
a safe discard. 


At your own second turn, the 


pile will contain eight cards if 
your partner has been unable to 
take it You must pick it Op your- 
self if you can. There is too much 
danger, otherwise, of losing: it to 
one of the opponents. 


Then you must begin once more 


the process of passing up one pile 
in the hope that your partner can 
take the second pile that comes to 
him. As soon as he gets one small 
pile you can breathe more freely, 
for he will have two or three safe 
discards and you will then be able 
to let the pile grow a little bigger 
each time without fearing that an

Several questions have been re- 


ceived which have to do with 
nightmares and sleep-walking. The 
first two questions today are 
typical examples. 


Q—My daughter, who is not 


quite seven, seems to be quite 
nervous, and has taken to crying 
and sobbing at night, and walking 
in her sleep. How can I help her? 


—MRS. S. P. 


Q—I have a son, 19 years old, 


who gets up in the middle of the 
night and screams and jumps 
around, moves furniture and rugs, 
but I cannot wake him. In the 
morning he does not know a 
thing about it. 


A—Many cases of nightmares 


and sleep-walking seem to be 
merely reflections of a highly 
organized nervous system. It is 
important in such cases, however, 
to be sure that the petit-mal form 
of epilepsy is not present. 


It is also important that the 


gastrointestinal tract have a nor- 
mal function. Sometimes the fre- 
quency or severity of nightmares 
or sleep-walking can be reduced 
by simple means such as avoiding 
excitement, (i. e.—thriller movies 
or books). 


In many cases fatigue seems to 


play a part. Even when there is 
nothing wrong with the- nervous 
system or the gastro-intestinal 
tract, professional help may be ad- 
visable. It is sometimes possible 
to give sedatives or advice which 
will make the situation better. 
• * * 


Q—My husband has just found 


out that he has hypertensive dis- 
ease of the heart What is this? 


—MRS. M. 


A—This is the name for one 


form of high blood pressure. A 
person who has this condition 
should be under the care of a 
physician who can at least check 
from time to time. A calm life 
is always desirable,

Q—I have a friend who has 


halitosis, and wants to know what 
she can do for it" 


—A. Y. 


A—Bad breath can come from 


decaying food around the teeth or 
gums, bad tissue of the gums such 
as pyorrhea, foods which are eat- 
en and their odors eliminated 
through the lungs such as garlic 
or ontans, over-smoking, alcoholic 
beverages, and a number of the 
diseases of the stomach, lungs, 
or blood. In individual cases, it 
may be very difficult to track 
down the cause, but I know of 
no other approach to the problem 
than to try. • • • 


Q—I am a woman of 41, and 


my hair is falling out excessively. 
My scalp is dry and I have some 
dandruff. Have you any suggest- 
ions? 


—MRS. R. C. 


A—Local causes in the scalp it- 


self such as dandruff are known 
to speed the loss of hair. About 
all that can be done is to take 
care of the scalp by massage and 
lotions and to see that the general 
condition 
is in 
tip-top shape. 


Exercise, sleep, diet, and other 
measures of general health may 
affect the speed with which the 
hair falls out.

"The twelve-month period fol- 


lowing February, 1951, when our 
controls took hold may go down 
as the most stable price period 
that the United States has ever 
enjoyed in times when inflationary 
pressures threatened us at every 
turn," Howlett declared. 


"And 
the inflationary 
pres- 


sures are stil with us. They will 
become stronger as defense pro- 
duction hits full stride and our 
defense expenditures next year 
reach four billion dollars a month."
